Would Have Nurses in Train- 
ing Attend Patients at Iso- 
lation Hospital. 


THIS ALSO WOULD GIVE 
NECESSARY EXPERIENCE 


Keepers of Rooming Houses 
Are Requested to Inform 
Health Department lmme- 
diately Regarding Typhoid, 


The report of the health department for 
the past month has been submitted today 
to the commissioners, It contains many 
matters of Interest, one of the most im- 
portant being the announcement that there 
has Deen a marked subsidence of infec- 
tlous diseases and as a result the number 
of patients treated in the {solatton hos- 
pital has been the smallest since 1912, 
At the end of the previous month there 
were 36 cases in the hospital, Dunng the 
month of August 16 cases were adinitted, 
36 were discharged, two died and at the 
end of thé month there were only 14 pa- 
tlents In the hospital, The two deaths re- 
sulted from diphtheria in one case and 
tuberculosis In the other case, 

Owing to the decreaso in the number 
of patients the medical officer of health 
points out in his roport that it 1s  im- 
‘portant that arrangements should be com- 
pleted so that the greater part of the 
nursing might be done by nurses in train- 
ing at the other city hospitals. This ar- 
rangement would not only give them the 
experience i nthe care of infectlous diseases 
which they cannot get at the other hos- 
pitals, but {t would also lessen the great 
expense’ of maintaining a staff of trained 
nurses at the isolation hospital. 

Dr, Whitelaw states in his report that 
there wer only scven cases of typhoid con- 
tracted In the city during the month, which 
compares very favorably with the month of 
August last year, when there were a0 
cases recorded. The number of cases from 
outside the city shows an increase, there 
being 25 recorded last month and 23 for 
the corresponding month last year, This 
suggests, continues the report, that we are 
likely, during the fall months, to have 
a large Influx of typhold fever cases from 
construction camps where the disease al- 
ready appears to be on ‘the increase, When 
these cases come. directly to the hospitals 
no spectal risk to our citizens need be 
feared, but, as usually happens, many come 
into the city more or less {ll and take up 
their abode in crowded tenements or board- 
ing houses for some ilme before they call 
{na physician, The result is that through 
contact infection a number of the citizens 
are sure to be affected. -Keopers of room- 
ing and boarding houses should~therefore 
report promptly to the health department 
any such cases that appear indlsposed in 
order that steps may be taken at_once to 
cause thelr removal to a hospital under 
proper medical supervision, should the 
symptoms suggest typhold.-) . ..¢ 

Regarding Tubercular Casos, 

Dr. Whitelaw. draws particular attention 
in his monthly report to the Jarge number 
of tubercular cases reported, all of which 
came from points outside of the efty, Dur: 
ing the past ten months he states that 37 
cases have been repérted, of which 21 
were treated in the fsolatlon hospital. OF 
the 37 causes 12 died, making a death rate 
of 33 percent, This 1s to be expected, says 
Dr, Whitelaw, a3 apparently only; the ad- 
vaheed ses are brought to the: notice. of 
the department, though — the provincial 
health act requires that all cases of tuber- 
culosis should be reported by either. the 
physician or the householder, The increase 
in the number of consumptives’ coming. to 
the city and province is so significant, says 
pr, Whitelaw, that something must soon be 
done to provide a sanitarium In this part 
of the province, the cost cf which should 
be borne Jargely by the dominion and pro- 
yinelal goveriuments, 

In dealing with Infantile diarrhoea the 
report states that during August.18 deaths 
are recorded, of which 10 were under -stx 
months old, six from six months to a year, 
and two slightly over a year, An analysls 
of these cases, continues the report, indl- 
cates that at least one-half of them were 
born under conditions which made thelr 
chances of survival beyond the first year 
very remote, As compared with other 
citles, the death rate per thousand of popu- 
Jatlon from this cause among infants: dur- 
ing the month of August is very low, 
Nevertheless, says. Dr, Whitelaw, it might 
be further reduced if the mothers, a Rum- 
ber of whom were unmarried, were com- 
pelled by Jaw to furnish nature's food for 
at least six months. 

In dealing with the housing conditions 
the report states that during the month a 
santtary survey of certain parts of the city 
was begun and will be continued, Evidence 
is being accumulated which Indicates that 
the grossest \conditions of overcrowding 
exist among foreigners, who exhibit an in- 
clination to live. under the same condl- 
tons that have become habituated to tn the 
countries from which they came, and which 
are a menace to the health and morals. of 
the community. Steps have been taken in 
some of the worst cases of overcrowding to, 
limit the number of inmates to what Is 
reasonable, and some of the most un- 
sanitary places have been vacated according 
to the provisions of the public health act, 
A judicious admixture, says Dr, Whitelaw, 
of measures of compulsion and education 
must be followed in order to raise the 
standard of living among these citizens, 

During the month of August there were 
64 cases of contagious and infectious dls- 
eases recorded in the medical health de- 
partment and half of this number came 
from points outside of the clty. Of the 
32 city cases six were diphtheria, eight 
scarlet feevr, five measles, one chicken- 
pox, four erysipelas, seven typhold and one 
whooping cough, 

‘ Month’s Vital Statistics, 


The department fumigated 18 houses 
during the month, or a total of 42 rooms, 
where cases of diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
tuberculosis and typhold fever had been, 

The vital statistics for the month show 
that there were 155 births, 20 of which 
were on the south side; 89 marriages, s1x 
of which were on the south side; 78 deaths, 
16 of which were on the south. side, 
Cholera infantum was responsible for tho 
largest number of deaths, there being 20 
recorded from this cause, 10 deaths wers 
duo to accidents, seven to tuberculosis, 
alcohol one, typhold fever one, whoopirg 
cough one, measles one and diphtheria one. 

A large amount of sanitary work was 
done by the health department during the 
month. In the chief health Inspector's re- 
port he states that of the 118 complaints 
recetvod during the month 20 were un- 
founded, 28 were referred to other depart- 
ments and 427 notics were sent out notify- 
ing offenders to abate tho nutsances, 18 
37 cases the owners of premises wore 
notified to install water and sewer con- 
nections to thelr dionses, During the month

HUMAN. EQUATIONS 
THE MOST IMPELLING. 

A most enlightening insight into the real source 
of the strength of Tammany and an explanation of 
haw it comes that the organization is enabled to 
noid sway in spite of the shocks of successive ex- 
posures of police scandals, grafts and every degree 
yf avarice upon the part of the beneficiaries was fur- 
nished by the stage setting of the funeral of “Big 
Tim’’ Sullivan in New York the other day whea the 
bread line was deserted by. men who crowded 
around the deceased chieftain to jostle men made 
rich by the system of politics for. which Sullivan 
stood, members of a common family, despite their 
varying conditions, unanimous in their tribute to the 
departed chief. : 

A picturesque personality in the affairs of New 
York, Tim Sullivan was an almost perfect exam- 
ple of what Tammany can do for the man and what 
the man can do for Tammany. Rising out of the 
raiks, from a newsboy and street urchin he climbed 
by successive stages to the top until he finally 
reached a position where his word was more liter- 
ally law than as though spoken by a despot in the 
middle ages. But through all the process he never 
lost the touch of kinship which affiliated him in the 
intimate lives of the people from whom he had 
sprung. Presidents, ministries and governments 
might come and go, but he remained, in office or 
out, a human institution who, among his own pego- 
ple, was one of themselves, so intensely fraternal 
and paternal that he could with the same sang froid 
literally help a shoe-black to hold his stand at the 
‘cornerand thereby manage to clutch an existence in 
the maelstrom of the metropolis or could help a 
contractor to get into the subway and shatier his 
way to fortune. For the reformers to bring their 
stories of a city looted and defiled to these people 
and ask them to vote the usurpers out was a waste 
of breath, Ninety-nine per cent. of those to whom 
the appeal was made were themselves already loot- 
ed, despoiled and condemned. to life-servitude in 
penury and woe by a system which they failed to 
comprehend and over which they had no mannet 
of control. Their only¥ glimpse of a kindlier hand 
was when the ward man-reached out to give one of 
them a lift to a better condition of livinz, and to 
a tremendous majority of them the political machin- 
ery of which they formed a part personified and 
epitomized the forefront of an array against the 
massed aggression of the dictatorial purists whose 
activities in the sphere of politics was susceptible 
to no other interpretation than as a threat to cur- 
tail with vexatious restraint whatever sordid joys 
and limited pleasures still remained. To these thou- 
sands, bludgeoned by the social system into an in- 
seusibility of any theory of public service which 
does not-bring direct resulis in the form of- ver- 
Guisites and whose altruism is limited by the consic- 
eration that lite in the human maelsirom is one long 
struggle for existence governed by no other law 
faa thatthe cunning survive, the reformer’s appeal 
comes as a travesty and a burlesque. To ask them 
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to vote against Tim Sullivan and his kind is to ask 
them to vote against themselves. He is theirs and 
they are his—literally of a family—the rest of tie 
world outlanders. 
Sullivan’s kind, and the things for which they 
stand, will be wiped out when the reformers learn 
that the human and personal equations are still the 
greatest and most impelling.

THE “CRIMINAL CLASS” 
IN THE NEWER LIGHT. 

To those who base their theories of criminology 
upon the ancient superstition that there is a defined 
criminal class and that to the contour of the head or 
some other hereditary mental or physical defect 
may be attributed most of the delinquencies, a rude 
jolt will be administered by the statement made by 
R. B. Chadwick, superintendent of the department 
of neglected children for Alberta, when he told the 
conference of Canadian Charities in Winnipeg the 
other day that 45 per cent. of the criminals in Can- 
ada were iess than 18 years of age. 

Mr. Chadwick is one of the few who has right- 
ly caught the spirit of the newer insight into the 
whole question of criminology. Possibly this is 
best expressed in fewer words by Elbert Hubbard, 
who says that crime is mis-directed energy. Along 


these lines, Mr. Chadwick has done a wonderful 
work. Discarding the worn-out belief that those 


who fall into the hands of the police are enemies of. 


society upon whom should be visited the vengeance 
of the law, he has proceeded upon the newer belief 
that the Object should: be corrective, rather than 
punitive, and he has sought to keep juveniles out of 
jails rather than to thrust them in. Six thousand 
juveniles have passed through his hands since his 
department was established and his. record of 
“cures’’ can Stand comparison with that of Hanna’s 
prison farm or Ben Lindsey’s Denver experiment 
without discredit to Alberta and its department of 
neglected children, In fact, Mr. Chadwick is re- 
cognized today across the continent as a man who 
has done a wonderful work, a work which is estab- 
lishing more firmly than ever, every day, the evi- 
dednce that hte very existence of a “criminal class” 
is an indictment against the society which permits 
it to exist. Mr. Chadwick's efforts are to intercept 
them young and instead of thrusting them into jails, 
there to learn criminology by contact with those 
matured through a blind and mistaken penal sys- 
tem, to develop the very best that there is in the 
youth who has misdirected his energy and to there- 
by preserve his usefulness to the country rather than 
make’ of him a burden upon society through the 
necessity for maintenance of penitentiaries and po- 
licemen. Some idea of the scope of the field in 
which he works may be gathered from his state- 
ment that 45 per cent. of all the criminals of the 
continent are less than 18 years of age. If he can 
re-direct any appreciable proportion of this per- 
centage the penitentiaries will soon be found too 
large for the requirements. ;

Professor MacAllum, of Toronto University, GivasAccount of Cana- 
dian Discovery—Montreal and Manitoba Men Also Lecture.

London, Sept. 16—\Among those at- 
tending the meeting of ‘the physiology 
section of the British association, has 
been Professor M. MacAllum, F.R.S., 
professor of physlological chemistry of 
Toronto University, who today gave an 
account of the joint discovery of and 
investigation into a ‘new substance Jn 
nerve cells," a Canadtian discovery 
which Professor Leith, who presided, 
described as most valuable. 

Professor MacAllum said: the new. 
substance was to be found only In 
fresh nerve cells. Jt did mot occur dn 
any other kind of cell except those that 
avere metamorphosed into medullary 
cells of a suprarenal gland. It was 
absent In the fibres and more abund- 
ant in the nerve cells of the sympa- 
thetic nerve system. 

The substance itself, he sald, was 
easily extracted from the cell by wat- 
er or alcohol, and it disappeared from 
a dying cell, 

Probably an Oxyphenyl compound, a 
forerunner of adrenal, the substance 
wwas now known tobe of first import- 
ance 4n maintaining the blood pressure 
or the tone of ‘the arteries. The ‘the- 
oretical importance of the observation 
lay in the fact that it seemed to show 
thal ‘the nerve cells were secreting 
strictures on glandular clements avhich 
they were not previously supposed to
